Walker  Tells  Men 


Funeral  services  for  Mr.  John  Wil- 
son Sauls,  who  died  Dec.  10  from  as- 
phyxiation in  the  boiler  room  of  the 
upper  campus,  were  held  Wednesday 
at  1 :30  p.  m.  in  the  ,F>fth  ward  chapel, 
with  Bishop  W.  O.  Facer  presiding. 

“I  feel  honored  to  pay  respects  to 
an  hon6st  man,”  said  President 
Franklin  S.  Harris  in  praise  of  that 
well-known  campus  figure.  “It  is  true 
that  he  did  not  always  show  the  polish 
of  the  one  who  is  in  the  class  room. 

His  work  called  for  other  vesture.  But 
when  it  came  to  getting  into  the  heart 
of  the  man  himself,  everyone  who  was 
acquainted  with  him  would  have  to 
agree  that  there  was  one  of  the  no- 
blest works  of  God,  an  honest  man.” 

Dean  Lowry  Nelson,  in  speaking  of 
Mr.  Sauls,  said,  "It  seems  to  me  that 
one  of  his  outstanding  characteris- 
tics was  his  devotion  to  the  simple 
and  finer  things  of  life.  He  was  de- 
voted to  his  work  with  a devotion  al- 
most rare  in  human  beings.” 

Professor  Elmer  Miller  called  at- 
tention to  the  sacrifices  of  Mr.  Sauls 
for  his  home  and  the  education  and 
well-being  of  his  family,  and  to  his 
sociability  and  ability  to  enjoy  life. 

“We  loved  him  for  the  man  he  was,” 
said  Professor  Miller.

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CURSED  WITH  CLUBS 

Brigham  Young  university  is  cursed  with  clubs.  Organizations 
of  all  sizes  and  types  flourish  in  this  friendly  environment,  over- 
lapping purposes  and  sapping  time,  energy  and  interests. 

From  the  organizational  standpoint,  it  seems  that  only  three 
main  systems  of  club  are  necessary.  They  are  the  social  units,  sub- 
ject matter  clubs  and  honorary  groups.  These,  properly  function- 
ing and  embracing  large  nuijnbers,  should  form  with  the  larger  units 
of  class  and  student  body:  an  extensive  and  adequate  campus  social 
system. 

These  statements  are  made  with  full  cognizance  of  the  fact  that, 
under  the  present  arrangement,  almost  one-third  of  the  student  body 
claims  no  active  affiliation  with  an  organized  campus  club.  Many 
can  be  brought  into  existing  organizations.  But  even  if  clubs  of 
every  kind,  from  apiary  societies  to  Zulu  clubs,  were  instituted, 
there  would  still  be  a fringe  of  students  who  would  defy  participa- 


tion. 

The  aim  of  the  campus  social  system  should  not  be  to  build  a 
top-heavy  structure  of  variegated  clubs,  but  to  construct  a compact 
system  of  integral  units,  all  functioning  efficiently  to  provide  the 
maximum  of  social  activity  to  all  desiring  it  at  the  minimum  of 
overlapping,  and  waste  of  time  and  energy.

Assist  Power  Survey

The  six  chosen  are:  Jack  Spencer, 
Elmer  Griffith,  Harry  Blackwell, 
Marcell  Bird,  La  Moine  Christiansen, 
and  Jack  Owen. 

The  purpose  of  the  federal  survey  is 
to  attempt,  on  a national  basis,  to  de- 
termine the  cost  of  the  use  of  electri- 
cal power  and  gas  and  the  use  of  elec- 
tric and  gas  appliances  in  the  homes. 
Provo  will  be  a statistical  sample  of 
Utah  county.

Under  the  direction  of  June  Fames 
the  Alta  Mithras  social  unit  have 
sponsored  a Hallowe’en  dance  at  the 
Mananu  ward  hall,  an  annual  formal 
dinner  at  the  Hotel  Roberts,  and  num- 
erous rush  parties.  Other  officers  of 
the  unit  are  Vivian  Crosby,  Arma  Lay, 
and  Lila  Mensies.

B.  Y.  U.’s  Cougars  lost  a basketball 
game,  the  first  this  year,  to  the  Den- 
ver Athletic  club  last  Thursday,  but 
not  before  they  had  given  the  Denver 
boys  a scare  they  will  long  remember 
and  demonstrated  beyond  doubt  that 
the  Y has  another  outstanding  team 
this  year. 

It  would  have  been  bad  for  team 
morale  if  the  Cougars  had  beaten  the 
outstanding  team  in  this  section. 
They  weren’t  expecting  to  win  and 
they  didn’t  but  they  looked  glorious 
in  defeat.  The  Cougars  looked  like  all- 
Americans  in  the  opening  minutes  of 
the  game  to  the  1500  spectators  who 
jammed  the  Ladies’  gym.  A basket 
in  the  first  fifteen  seconds  of  play  by 
Ralph  Crowton,  the  Y’s  freshman  sta,r 
following  the  capturing  of  the  tip-off 
by  Hugh  Cannon  over  the  giant 
Campbell,  was  the  signal  for  a scor- 
ing rally  that  did  not  end  until  the 
Cougars  were  on  the  long  end  of  a 
17-7  score. 

Good  work  by  the  entire  starting 
team  of  Crowton,  Gunnel,  Cannon, 
Whitman  and  Brooks  brought  the 
score  to  this  point  while  the  Denver 
A.  C.  was  struggling  against  a num- 
ber of  bad  breaks  and  a ball  which 
rolled  all  over  but  not  through  the 
hoop.  A bewildered  and  nervous 
bunch  of  former  all-American  and  all- 
conference stars  called  time  out  for 
Denver  at  this  point  to  rally  their 
forces. 

Experience  and  craftiness  emerged 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  game  as  the 
deciding  factor  in  the  Denver  36-29 
triumph.  The  veterans  settled  down 
to  cautious  and  clever  basketball 
which  kept  the  Cougars  in  check 
thoroughly  for  the  rest  of  the  game.
